In writing up the enterpriaea and in- 


dustries that have rnado Fresno county 
(he best ia tho state, tbo narrative 
would be incomplete were 
not the 


Fresno Flmnu and Irrigation company 
mentioned. Tho company ia composed 


I of the following well known mco: 
F. 


liullnrd, president; J. M. Ueiekell, vice 
president.; C. B. Shaver, superintend- 
ent; K. J. Bollard, secretary. Tho 
other stockholders are: Swift Bros., K. 
B. Butler, Mueick Bros, and B. B. 
JohnaoiJ. 


The company owns DODO acres of fertile 


land in the mountnins northeast of this 
city. The laud is heavily covered with 
virgin timber, which it will take years to 
cut. There have been four mills cutting 
during the past summer. Musick Bros, 
will cut 1,200,000 feet, Bennett 1,000,- 
000 feet, Davis 2,000.000 feet, Cumuiiuga 
1,200,000 feet. 


Tho company intends to put in a mill 


early this spring, the cutting capacity of 
which will be 40,000 f-et a day. There 
are now on hand U,600,000 foet of lumber. 


Afewyearaago a conc'ete dam was 


built over 200 feet long and 37 feet high. 
Thia makes a reservoir covering over 800 
acroe. There is ft natural reservoir Bite 
of 1200 tcrea. The timber will be cut 
off aoon and jbo dam raided to 75 feet in 
height, which will give an unlimited 
supply cf water. 


The water is now used to serve a 


doiiblo purpose, viz: for flututDK lumber 
and irrigating. A V flume has been 
built twelve and one-half inilea end will 
be extended next fall to this dty. 


A dam baa jnst been completed on 


Dry crank, no«r Academy, and the water 
will be turned into a canal. Bv this 
means from 50,000 to 80,000 acres of rich 
land will t>3 brought undor irrigation, 
which cannot he watered by any other 
syetem of irrigation. Most of this land 
ia Sne orange land and when water is 
brought on to it a flue section of orango 
country will be made available. 


It is expected that tho flume and ir- 


rigation system will bo completed by tho 
fall of thia year. 


Tho 'lain on Dry creek, which has just 


been finished, will afford onuof the lineat 
water powers within twenty-five milu» of 
Fresno that can be had anywhere. Tiiie 
will be invaluable and will no doubt bo 
utilized in man; ways, especially ia 
fur- 


niching power for Hour mills, ate. 


The completion of the canal and (luino 


will give a new impetus to the city and 
this section of the county. The l^rgo 
area of land which will be brought under 
cultivation and the mills which will ho 
established will bring thousands of peo- 
ple hero who will add to the population 
and increase buainoss. 


The managers of the Fresno Flume 


and Irrigation company will push the 
work to completion as soon as possible 
nnd are confident that it will be done 
before thia year ia ovor. 
Fresno's former growth will BOO in in- 


ligulflcant when compared ta tho strides 
she will maxo when this enterprise comes 
Into full operation.

Bemarkable Growth of Oar Sister 


Town-aooa Cliauces for Inveat- 


meut iu Fertile Lands. 


This flonrishing little city is located io 


the southern part of the county about 
fifteen miles from Fresno, on tbe mam 
line of the Southern Pacific railroad. 


The origin of the town was tho result 


of a soldier's warrant location in 1S7«, 
when J. K. Whitson, the father of tbe 
town, pre-empted 100 acres of a sandy 
defleit—aatbe present townaite appeared 
at that time. 1'he original town plat was 
surveyed in 1880, when tho railroad 
company built a small switch to accom- 
modates the farmers in that epareely set- 
tled community. 


Possessing all the natural essential 


conditions that pushed Freeno to tho 
front, Helma waa destined to assume s 
position of importance in the cjnnty. 
The only essential lacking to ita develop- 
ment was water for irrigation purposes. 
Private capital become interested in this 
qnestion and a lew years later a system 
tf canala was established, and in a few 
years the barren plains were trans- 
formed into a veritable garden, tbo

Tbe chief cause of thia is tha 
many of the growers made very heavy 
shipments of dried black grapes to the 
eastern markets, grapaa which woultf 
otherwise have beon converted into wine 
Tbe bulk ot the wine product of thl 
county ia aold after it haa cleared, ha 
alt makers retain a considerable portion 
of each vintage lor aging.

THE ORANGE. 


For the production of the orange, the 


land in Fresno county, along the foot of 
the Sierra range of mountains, is unsur- 
passed. Tho fruit is superior, abundant 
and wonderfully remunerative. In this 
county the citrus zone extends from the 
southern boundary to the northern line, 
and from 1000 feet high in the foothills 
out on the plains to the city of Fresno. 


Recently a person could sec loaded 


trees six miles northeast of Eeedley, in 
the foothills on the side of Bear moun- 
tain, 1600 feet above the level of the sea, 
on King's river bottom ten miles north 
of Jfnnger, at Mr. Manlovc's farm throe 
miles north of Selmn and in the city of 
Fresno. In many places the limbs were 
propped to prevent the fruit from strip- 
ping them from tho trees.

proporly and put only good goorla nn tne 
market there would bo very few draw- 
backs In tho raisin buainoas. Monny 
would he eaved by plowing up the un- 
profitable and poorly cared for vine- 
yards. 
In my opinion thU reddish 66Jimfiut- 


ary land ia the only soil fit ior raisins, 
and the best of it in my opinion is the 
Kan char Creek land. Atnan who plants 
raisin Tinea oo any ba tho host of laud, 
ia aim ply fooling away hie limp, and 
it ia only a matter of a few years when 
each vineyRTdu will be dug up.

KETURN ROBERTS. 


A Brief Hktory of Out- of Mattera'a 


FoHiulcra. 


Probably there is no man better known 


in Fresno county thiin the subject of 
this sketch, Return Roberts, the gentle- 
man whose portrait adorns this column. 
There is assuredly no man better or 
more favorably known in ftladeru than 
Mr. .Roberts, who is deservedly un tilled 
to be called the father of Madeira. 


ISorn in Lafayette county, Wisconsin, 


in 1842, he was onu of those hardy argo- 
iianls who braved tho perils of a journey 
across the plains in 184!) on their way to 
the famed goldflelds of California. After 
a two years' search among the canyons 
after the glittering metal, young Rob- 
ert'H people went to HuiilaClara county, 
arriving there hi the spring of 1852. 
Four years later tbo subject of this 
sketch went to Tulare county where ho 
engaged in the business of raising stock. 
Here he met with great success, as that 
jndustry was overlooked by Ihe major- 
ity of the early immigrants to California 
in their eager hunt for gold, and the 
few who were engaged in it reaped rich 
rewards for their enterprise. 


In 1808 Mr. Roberts was wedded to a 


worthy lady in San Luis Obisno county, 
and the following year lie moved to Han 
Jose. Here ho became connected with 
the Snn Jose "Water company and subse- 
quently became the superintendent. Hu 
oHiciated in that capacity until 1881, 
when he went to Madcra as manager 
of the Modern Flume and Trading com- 
pany. 


The advent of Mr. Roberts to'.AIadera 


marked u new epoch in the history of 
that place. The only industry there 
then was that of the lumber business. 
There was but one small hotel nnd a 
store and blacksmith shop. A few years 
previous to hisarrivalacompany known 
as the California hundiei company had 
built a V flume into the he;irt uf the Si- 
erras with a terminus at Madura. Two 
mills were established among the tim- 
ber groves of the Sierras, but the enter- 
E'ise was not successful and the Cati- 


rnia company eold out the business to 


four capitalists of San Jose, one of whom 
was Mr. Roberts. 


Under the new management the in- 


dustry flourished and a town began to 
grow. In a few years the smaller build-

The lute of interest *M fixed 
too low, and there was a long delay in 
selling tho bonds. When sold, u ques- 
tion was raited who ehould erect thn 
budding, the ei'y trustees or the board 
of education. T.-is was carried into the 
courts and there decided that the bonds 
were void ami the money must be re- 
turned to the purchasers. Thus we lack 
the building and the means to erect it. 
Early in the full, owing to defective 
workmanship, the K street building 
wui condemned as unsafe, and had to 
be abandoned while the walls are beiog 
rebuilt. Classes are scattered in rented 
rooms about town or sent a long dis- 
tance to the C street school. 


As to buildings our schools aro in as 


hud shape. When again ready for use 
the K-street building will cot more ihan 
accommodate those who are in rented 
rooms. All of our classes aro now full, 
many of them too full. For seyeral 
years past the record show B steady in- 
crease of ever 200 pupils a year. By 
September tho temporary high, school 
will ba needed as a ward school for 
i 


lower grades, and the highest depart- ' 
ment will he agtiin without IL local habi- 
tation. Its growth, under all the dis- 
couragements, has been 
wondertul.- 


With u proper building we should now 
Imve 201) instead of 150 enrolled in the 
liigh school. Thoro should be a call for 
$75,000 bonds 10 erect a building for 
high s-hool and grammar grade, with 
provision for manual training, shaft and 
laboratories, library, gymnasium; etc. 
We ore behind uioit cities of our size in 
the state in the matter of buildings.

COURSE OF STUDY ADOPTED 


During the last year there lias been 


but little progress in street Jmprove- 


nnless I except tho filling up 


of that portion of Fresno street known 
as the Mill ditch and tlie opening up of 
that important thoroughfare to tlie pub- 
lic. 


There are 180 blocks of graded streets, 


or about sixteen miles of streets Unit aro 
as good ae any in the state, and the in- 
dications are that the ensuing year will 
witness the grading and paving of gov- 
ern! more miles of atrauts. 


Fresno, for the size of her population, 


has a less number of paved blocki than 
any oilier city in the state, there being 
only ten block§, or less than one mile of 
paving. In my judgment Tularo Htreet 
should bo paved from J to K, and K 
north to Fresno, thence west on Fresno 
to H and eoulh on H lo Tulare. That 
would include about all of the real bnni- 
ncss portion of tho city, and not only he 
of great benefit to the public, but would 
also enhance the valuation of the prop- 
erty far beyond its present valuation. 


Tlie sprinkling of tlio graded streets 


and the sweeping of tho nnvcd streets 
IIIIH, in the main, given general satis- 
faction, and 1 hope to he able to give tho 
public still better service next year by 
the addition of two more sprinkling 
.WUBS'U'. 
^•wgwJr the sewer system, whilo what 
UicWfLhuH 'fl nrflt-class, still it cannot 
givolgeneral satisfaction to the public, 
owir.lg to the fact that less than one-half 
of tint system in tho city has been built, 
which works a hardship, as well as. be- 
ing a great inconvenience to that portion 
of tiliu citizens who arc not within reach 
of fiuwuiwjgf* connection. It also compels 
Lhciu to p'ay their share of the (axes for 
the support of the system, and at the 
game timm places them in tho position 
of not beinjj able to derive any benefit 
for their o.ulay of money.

That Fresno is a healthy place maybe 


readily seen by the appended stutinlicls 
which were furnishci; TUB Hi:runucAN 
)y Henltl. Officer W. T. Afanpin. Thaw 
itatlstics show that tho health of this 
city and vicinity is much improved since 
801, the number of ctiscs of sickness rc- 
wrU-d being much less in 1602 than in 
.he preceding year. This is due to the 
establishment of thu 
bcwcr bytitem, 


vhich, so far as it extends has proven 


itircly satisfactory. 
As yet. only a 


small portion of the eity has newage fa- 


litieu, but tho good results from that 


already in operation encourages the hope 
hat extensions to the system will bo 
undo in tho near future. 


llecommendations hav-J already been 


nade to the city council to extend tho 
system so as to take in a largo portion 
of the city in which us yet there are no 
aterul sowers.

dians. He was in the company bat two 
weeks whan he was appointed Burgeon 
of the command.

closely with the Elect io Light company, 
and thn Street aud Fair Grounds Hall- 
way company, of all of which con corn fl 
hs has served aa prefUeut since organi- 
zation. One ot the enterprises ID which 
ho takes as great pride and interest ue 
any, however, is iu tho direct lino of hta 
profession, the Fresno county hospital. 


To cloBO this brief sketch without a 


reference to another institution with 
which tbe doctor haa had much to do, 
would be to alight something in which all 
Freeno county takes groat pride, namely, 
the grounds of tho FresQO Fair aasout- 
ation. All California, with its many wel- 
equipped grounds, does not flflbrd others 
to compare with these, though cove al 
other citieqhftve nothing to ba ashamed 
of in their oflor'a in that direction. Dr. 
Leach headed the Dionmiont which re- 
sulted in tho Fresno fair «rouno*n of to- 
day, and personally interoetnd the otber 
eentlernen who are members of the as- 
eocifttion. These are bat specimens of 
the many works tbe doctor has moved in 
that have redounded to tho benefit of 
thu city and county. Hia active, useful 
life, coupled with tbe reputation that he 
bae borne for st rict integrity and uprigbt- 
neBB ot character. In and out of his pro- 
fession, have had much to do in shaping 
toward him the txlflUn? sentiment of the 
community, which regards him for theea 
reasons, and on account of bis long As- 
sociation in iti midst, with greater admi- 
ration and respect than are entertained' 
for anv other single individual.
